Still Big Liberal Majority 


Much more than is waranted by the re- 
sults is being made, Dy opposition parties in 
the country, of the Progressive Conservative 
victories in the recent by-elections in Que- 
bec, New Brunswick and Ontario. {t is just 
a customary game of poutics for the Tories 
to claim the victories they have ichieved 
are an indication of 4 country -wide trend 
away from Liberal support Che party unde: 
Mr. Drew have a long way to go yet before 
reaching any concrete ind convincing 
demonstration that it has secured enough 
support to win a federal gen eral election 

There are many reasons why in these 
isolated instances there should be a shifting 
of the vote from the government's support 
to the opposition. Undoubtedly the un 
avoidable steps the government has had to 
make in tighting some con ‘cols, and the haygn 
cost of administration und taxafion, no 
higher than is necessary however, had ’ 
large influence in the results, Dut who is 
there who cannot cemember cases in the 
past where thé government in power has 
had reverses in the provinces in by-elec- 
tions, after having been in power some fume 
Tory governments no less than Liberal gov- 
ernments at Ottawa have met reverses tn by- 
elections and have never admitted they were 
an indication of a genera! loss of support 
in the country. 

‘The present govermment at Ottawa has 
no need to trentble in its shoes because of 
these election defeats, disappointing though 
they may have been in some sense, there is 
stili in parliament an overall majority be- 
hind the government of 105 in a house of 
261 members. The results will be no barrier 
to the government im carrying yut its 
program. ; 

Despite all the loud cheering and politi- 
eal thundering the Tories are making ove: 
the situation, there is ample evidence they 
are not anxious to have a general election on 
their hands for the present. They are un: 
ready, as is usual with them, and they have 
no reliable evidence yet that if an appeal to 
the country was made before another year, 
they would make any better showing than 
in the last federal vote 

‘The present ballyhoo over the by-eiec- 
tions is just so much political party 
manoeuvring and propaganda, in order to 
make as much as possible out of the situa- 
tion, and there is so little to be made out 
of it that the Tory machine wil! quietly drop 
back again into its customary hum-irum 
music shortly 

There is nothing in the recent by 
election results, disappointing though they 
may be to the prime minister and his party 
supporters, to justify a gemeral election 
being called at the present time or in the 
near future .

An Ontario newspaper says “taxpayess 
should realize that when the government 
hands out anything you're only getting you 
awn money back.’”’

But taxes are 
distributed in welfare services individuals 
on an entirely different basis re basis of 
age, in some tastances; numpde iy 
thildren in the fami und s » Moreoe 
the welfare payments are derived in part from 


corporation taxes 

The poor struggiing chap who is able to 
clothe and feed and educate his family more 
adequately because of family allowances 
knows very well that he us nat only “getting 
his money back.” The principle of social wel 
fare payments is taxation on one basis and 
redistribution of taxes on another in order 
to help those who need he!p. 


Can a Third Party Win? 


The people of Alberta are nearing a 
demonstration of “history repeating itself.” 
{n politics the invariable fule has been for 
the strong party long in power, to defeat it- 
seif in the long run. And another rule that 
has prevailed in Canadian politics is that 
new, or third parties, seldom become perma- 
sent fixtures ia the national life. Years be- 
‘ore he died, MacKenzie King said: “I have 
3een several third parties rise and fall in my 
lifetime.” 

Today, in Alberta, the policital scene is 
slowly changing, not with any revolutionary 
development of transitory opportunism, 
such as was witnessed in the Social Credit 
eruption of 1935, but with a change arising 
from the bottom up and from the centre out- 
vard, a solid dependable change for the 
hette 

ft has long been predicted that if ever 
1» Social Credit government is to meet de- 
feat in Alberta, it will begin from within. 
And that is just what seems to be happening 
‘ow. Two Social Credit candidates will con- 
st the Lac Ste Anne constituency seat, now 
wcupied by Mr. Bourcier: himself, and an 
“Official” candidate, both of them Social 
“Creditors, one a Douglasite and the other a 
Manninzgite. 

The sitting member in St. Paul was 
ousted at the nominating convention. The 
Banff-Cochrane member has been at odds 
with Mr. Manning for a long time. And be- 
‘ause Hon. Earl Angley associated himself 
with these excommunicated Social Creditors 
he has been cead out of the caucus.

1952 Crop Report 


Following recent heavy rains, the crop 
outlook in Alberta has seldom been better. 
According to the Alberta Wheat Pool crop 
report, crops are well advanced for this time 
of the year and both surface and subsoil 
moisture are in good supply. 

The Pool places, the numerical condition 
of wheat and oats at 97 and barley at 98, the 
same as last week. 

Last month's rain brought more than an 
inch of moisture to most districts with a 
tumber of points along the western side of 
the province receiving over three inches of 
precipitation. 

Only the southeastern corner of the prov- 
ince missed the heavy rain but it received 
fairly good showers. Further rain will be, 
1weded before long in this region.

Less Fear Of Inflation Run-Away 


Canadian commercial and industrial activities continued 
an ar even keel during May, says the current edition of the 
Commercial Letter issued by The Canadian Bank of Com- 


merce, 


Relaxations in credit-buying terms and in Bank 


credit curbs show that the inflation of a year-and-a- half ago 
is less intense for the time being. 


The current agricultural picture 
in Canada in some parts is excel- 
Jent, but in other areas rather un 
ertain, Fresh outbreaks of foot 
and mouth disease will delay the 
fate when the United States 
market for our live stock may re- 
open. The Federal Government, 
however, is giving this problem 
its attention. In the Prairie Prov- 
inces, thanks to an early, dry 
spring, grain that could not be 
harvested last fall has largely 
been saved, In addition, seeding 
has been completed ahead of the 
normal time, and much earlier 
than last year 

The Bank's index of industrial 
activity moved sharply upward in 
April with a 6 point rise over 
March to 185 (1937-100), and a 
level 6 points higher than last 
April. The automotive industries 
and the iron and steel trades led 
the rise. 

Capital Investment 

With prodigious strides Canada 
in the past 26 years has emerged 
from an essentially agricultural 
into) oan. —s industrial-agricult™ral 
‘gonomy, This has meaft large- 
seale capital investment. Be- 
tween the outbreak of World War 
If and VJ Day investment by 
business in plant, machinery and 
equipment is estimated to have 
exceeded $4.5 billion, of which 
$8.8 billion was for direct war 
purposes. A substantial part of 
the latter was financed by the 
Federal Government. 

Canadian industry entered the 
post-war period with greatly ex. 
panded plant and efficiency, a 
larger labor force, improved 
working conditions, and greatly 
diversified skills, All told about 
2.2 billion worth out of $3.3 bil- 
lion of capital expended on war 
time produrtion was readily ad 
yustable to peace-time use. In 
most industries at least two-thirds 
wf the war-time acquired equip 
ment had peace-time utility, War- 
time growth had, therefore, 
‘reated the equipment for peace 
time production nearly two-thicd 
rreater than pre-war 

The article enumerates some 
factors thet led to the effective 
use of thia increased industrial 
capacity. More capital was need 
ed, and accelerated depreciation, 
among other fiscal incentives, on 
industrial equipment designed to 
aid reconversion, modernization 
aud expansion of Canadian in 
dustry was offered by the Federa 
Government. This stopped at the 
close of the 1947 fiscal year 


STILL SEEK NEW SITE 


Abundant war-time savings and 
relatively cheap money also help 
ed. The proportion of eorpora- 
tion profits refained rose from 
44% in 1937-9 to 56% in 1950. 
Undistributed corporation profits 
in the years 1946-50 totalled over 
$8 billion or 37% of all new in- 
vestment by business in the same 
years. 

Non-resident investment has 
been an important factor in the 
development of Canadian industry 
since it has usually brought not 
only capital but technical knowl- 
edge. Recent years have been 
no exception in this respect, 

The roles played by Federal, 
Provincial and Municipal gavern 
ments in capital formation vary 
from time to time. Over the long 
term the importance of Federa) 
outlays has tended to diminish 
(except in war time) as the cen 
tral government increasingly as 
sumes a cesidual or balancin; 
funetion,

OTTAWA--Removal! of the Ed- 
monton airport outside the city 
limits will be considered by the 
Transport Department, Transport 
Minister Chevrier told the Com- 
mons Railway Committee Mon- 
day 

He gave the assurance after 
Wred Macdonald (lL. Edmonton 
Bast) urged that the Federal Gov 
wnment pay the costs of trans 
ferring the airport from the city 
aS SOOD AS possible 

Mr. Macdonald was speaking 
during committee discussion of a 
Government bill setting up airport 
roning regulations. 

Mr. Chevrier said the Govern- 
ment had hoped it would be possi 
ble to move the airport to Namao, 
#ight miles away, but the Defence 
Department wanted the fleld. Ser- 
vice operations were gradually 


being removed to Namao, which 
vould ease the aituation at Ed 
monton 

However, Mr Chevrier said he
